NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS ,  1948-1951 


Section  47 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove 
the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 >  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any  duly 
qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  authorised  by 
the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Section  5Q 


Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for  the 
burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable  arrangements 
for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAIL?/ AY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  provide  employees  in  offices,  shops  and 
railway  premises  with  minimum  environmental  working  conditions  such  as  are 
provided  for  industrial  workers  under  the  Factories  Acts. 

The  administration  of  this  legislation  has  presented  few  problems  in  the 
Council’s  area  and  much  success  has  been  obtained  by  personal  discussion  between 
Inspector  and  Management. 

The  majority  of  premises  in  this  district  are  small  family  businesses 
catering  for  say,  a  small  country  village  or  a  section  of  an  urbanised  area, 
and  of  course,  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act-  The  number  of  employees 
in  the  remainder  of  the  premises  rarely  exceeds  two  or  three  persons. 

Part-time  labour  is  quite  common. 

General 

Notifications  of  accidents  have  not  been  forthcoming  as  anticipated. 

All  accidents  reported,  however,  have  been  investigated  and  details  are  given 
below  % 

1.  The  trainee  manager  of  a  multiple  grocers,  badly  cut 
his  finger  on  a  cooked  meat  slicing  machine. 

The  matter  of  proper  guarding  was  immediately  taken 
up  with  the  owners,  and  appropriate  guard  fitted 

2.  A  shop  assistant  slipped  on  the  stairs  cutting  her  face. 

There  was  sufficient  lighting  on  the  stairs  and  this 
accident  was  not  attributable  to  any  offence  under  the 
Act. 

3.  A  shop  assistant  slipped  off  a  platform  and  fell  to  the 
floor.  This  again  was  not  attributable  to  any 
contraventions  of  the  Regulations. 

No  incident  of  overcrowding  has  yet  arisen  due  to  the  small  number  of 
persons  employed,  but  ventilation  has  presented  a  problem,  especially  in  hair¬ 
dressing  premises  and  places  where  steam  is  abundant.  Artificial  ventilation 
has  been  requested  in  these  cases. 

The  standards  obtaining  in  the  district  concerning  cleanliness,  washing 
facilities,  drinking  water  supply,  clothing  accommodation,  seating  arrangements 
and  facilities  for  eating  meals  on  the  premises  have  been  generally  satisfactory, 
but  only  a  minority  of  premises  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  in 
regard  to  temperature  standards  and  the  provision  of  first-aid  requisites. 

These  matters  are  being  rectified. 

Applications  for  registration  of  new  and  newly  occupied  premises  have  not 
been  made  as  soon  as  required  and  much  time  has  been  spent  on  reminding  occupiers 
of  their  obligations. 

Lighting 


It  has  been  noted  that  standards  of  lighting  in  those  parts  of  premises  to 
which  the  public  have  access  are  generally  satisfactory  but  in  store-rooms, 
corridors,  and  in  particular,  staircases,  the  standards  were  poor. 

Unsatisfactory  artificial  lighting  was  attributable  to  incorrect  siting  of 
electric  lights  as  well  as  their  being  of  insufficient  intensity.  This  was  more 
noticeable  in  two-storey  buildings  where  staircases  and  passages  have  continually 
to  be  negotiated  by  the  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  their  duties. 

Insufficient  natural  lighting  appeared  to  be  a  common  fault  and  in  many  cases  was 
caused  by  obstruction  of  windows  by  fittings  and  stock. 

No  specific  standards  of  lighting  intensity  have  been  recommended  to  the 
occupiers,  the  interpretation  of  the  requirement  being  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Inspecting  Officer,  depending  on  the  type  of  business  or  work  carried  out  on  the 
premises. 

No  cases  of  excessive  glare,  whether  from  a  natural  or  artificial  origin,  have 
been  noted  by  the  Inspecting  Officers  or  have  been  reported  to  the  Authority. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water 
Board  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  Northwich.  The 
supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  It 
is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action.  During  the  year  various 
mains  extensions  to  serve  new  development  both  on  Council  Housing  and  Private 
Estates  were  carried  out.  Details  of  the  number  of  dwellings  and  population 
supplied  with  mains  water,  either  direct  or  by  means  of  a  standpipe  are  included 
in  the  Appendix  attached  to  this  Report. 

The  Water  Board  has  sent  for  information  copies  of  the  Analyst's  reports 
on  56  samples  of  water  taken  by  them  -  all  were  satisfactory 


In  addition,  the  Public  Health  Department  took  13  samples  of  water  from 
premises  within  the  area  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination.  Eleven  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory. 
The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  - 

Action  taken 


1.  Hollins  Hill  Farm, 
Utkinton. 


2.  Pump  House,  Damhall. 


This  was  taken  as  a  result  of  an 
application  for  Improvement 
Grant.  The  private  supply  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
in  order  to  obtain  a  grant  the 
premises  were  connected  to  mains 
supply. 

A  routine  sample  of  the  private 
water  supply  failed  the  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  test  and  the  owners  were 
asked  to  step  up  chlorination. 

A  check  sample  after  this  action 
proved  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Public  Health  Department  took  seven  samples  of  sewage  and  sewage  effluent 
as  follows s- 


4  samples  from 
Hindswell  Gutter 


3  samples  taken  from 
a  Milk  Factory 


These  were  taken  during 
investigations  of  pollution  of 
Hindswell  Gutter.  As  a  result 
of  action  taken,  the  pollution 
was  minimised. 

Samples  taken  on  behalf  of 
Surveyor's  Department  in 
connection  with  enquiries  at 
Cuddington  Sewerage  Works. 


The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B.  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  scheme  of  the  Council  during  1965s- 

"Comberbach  -  The  scheme  for  provision  of  a  new  sewerage  system  and  new 
disposal  works  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  throughout  the  year 
there  has  been  a  steady  flow  of  applications  for  connection  to  the  new  sewerage 
scheme.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  greater  part  of  the  properties  were  connect 

Cotebrook  -  Sewer  Extension  -  The  scheme  was  prepared  and  tenders  invited  fo: 
the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  along  the  main  road  from  Cotebrook  House  to 
the  Alvanley  Arms  and  along  the  road  leading  to  Eaton  Village  as  far  as  the  Counci' 
Houses.  The  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  tenders  obtained,  but  in 
October  the  Ministry  decided  there  must  be  a  reduction  in  expenditure  by  Local 
Authorities  on  this  work,  and  this  scheme  was  held  up  by  the  Ministry  to  be 
reviewed  in  six  months  time. 
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This  is  not  a  scheme,  however,  which  can  he  delayed  indefinitely.  The  absence 
of  a  main  sewer  is  hampering  improvement  of  existing  cottages  which  are  at  present 
served  by  pail  closets.  Should  the  sewer  not  be  laid  in  the  near  future, 
owners  will  have  to  install  individual  septic  tanks  which  will  of  course, 
involve  considerable  waste  of  money  and  be  a  development  undesirable  in  an 
area  which  it  is  possible  to  sewer.  In  addition,  the  temporary  drainage 
scheme  for  a  new  property  vdiich  has  been  agreed  as  purely  a  temporary  expedient, 
will  become  unsatisfactory  in  the  near  future. 

. 

Cuddington  -  The  detailed  proposals  for  extension  of  the  Cuddington  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  a  local  investigation  took 
!place.  Pinal  approval  to  enable  tender  documents  to  be  prepared  and  tenders 
obtained  is  expected  in  the  early  part  of  the  following  year. 

Crowton  -  Scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Village  of  Crowton  and  construction 
:of  a  new  disposal  works,  was  agreed  in  principle  by  the  Council,  but  final  details 
held  in  abeyance  pending  the  outcome  of  discussions  with  the  County  Council  on 
development  of  villages  as  envisaged  in  a  report  by  the  County  Planning  Officer, 
and  which  is  to  be  the  subject  of  discussions  with  the  Authority  early  in  1966. 

Davenham,  Hartford  and  Rudheath  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  -  Further  progress  was 
bade  in  the  design  details  of  this  scheme  and  certain  permissions  under  planning 
lacts  were  applied  for  and  obtained,  and  negotiations  completed  with  other 

Authorities  concerned,  such  as  British  Railways. 

' 

Lostock  Gralam  -  Further  work  was  proceeded  with  in  connection  with  the 
design  of  the  complete  new  works  to  replace  the  existing  old  works  serving  Lostock 
Gralam,  Lower  Wincham  and  Lower  Marston,  and  steps  were  commenced  to  obtain 
planning  clearance  of  the  site  and  acquisition  of  part  of  the  site. 

Little  Budworth  -  The  Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  additional  sewers 
and  the  complete  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  and  the  whole  scheme  should  be  completed  early  in  1966. 

Oakmere  and  Delamere  -  Further  investigations  were  proceeded  with  and  design 
work  continued  in  connection  with  proposals  to  extend  the  treatment  works,  in 
order  that  an  increased  flow,  due  to  the  discharge  into  the  sewers  of  trade  effluent, 
can  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Sproston  -  A  new  scheme  providing  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  serving 
the  hamlet  of  Sproston  Green  was  completed  and  most  of  the  properties  were 
immediately  connected. 

Tarporley  -  Investigation  of  the  sewerage  system  serving  Tarporley  was 
completed  and  a  lot  of  detailed  information  obtained,  which  up  to  this  time  had 
not  been  available.  This  will  be  used  in  due  course  in  connection  with  the 
assessment  of  the  capability  of  the  system  to  deal  with  further  development  of  the 
area,  and  then  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  proposed  new  disposal  works. 

Utkinton  -  Investigations  were  made  and  experiments  carried  out  with  a  view 
to  the  design  of  a  limited  scheme  of  extension  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Quarry  Bank,  to  deal  with  present  and  proposed  development.  It  is  proposed  to 
submit  this  scheme  to  the  Ministry  in  1966. 

Weaverham  -  The  Grange  Hospital  -  The  Hospital  Authorities  have  been  in 
considerable  trouble  for  some  time  in  dealing  with  sewage  disposal  from  the 
Hospital  due  to  the  worn  out  dilapidated  condition  of  the  disposal  works,  and  a 
new  scheme  was  designed  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  Board  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  a  Pumping  Station  and  the  pumping  of  the  sewage  flow  to  the 
Weaverham  system  to  connect  to  an  existing  sewer  in  Forest  Street.  This  work  was 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  provision  by  the  Electricity  Board  of  the 
electricity  services  and  it  is  expected  that  the  scheme  will  be  brought  into 
operation  early  in  1966.

CLOSET  CONVERSION  -  Riblic  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 


Much  time  has  been  spent  by  the  Department  in  the  parishes  of  Acton 
and  Comberbach  in  advising  and  persuading  house  owners  in  these  two  parishes 
to  convert  to  W.C.  systems  and  connect  to  main  sewer.  Many  owners  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  Standard  Grant  procedure 
or  Closet  Conversion  Grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

In  connection  with  the  parishes  of  Wincham  and  Marston,  the  Department 
wrote  to  all  owners  who  had  not  taken  advantage  of  these  grants  informing 
them  that  the  matter  would  be  reported  to  the  Council  asking  for  further 
instructions  if  no  action  were  taken  within  six  months.  In  consequence,  the 
Building  and  Health  Committee  in  December,  authorised  the  service  of  notices 
under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  on  thirty-eight  owners. 

This  section  requires  the  replacement  of  earth  closets  by  water  closets  at  the 
joint  expense  of  the  owner  and  the  Local  Authority. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


The  Cesspool  Emptiers  dealt  with  615  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  throughout 
the  year,  and  at  the  same  time  maintained  a  weekly  nightsoil  collection. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  in  the  area  now  totals  13,500  and  these 
receive  a  fortnightly  refuse  collection  service.  During  the  last  eight  years 

there  has  been  an  increase  of  1,545  dwellings  and  these  have  been  absorbed  by 
existing  equipment  and  staff. 

During  the  year  the  Department  carried  out  tests  with  several  different 
types  of  vehicle.  These  tests  proved  conclusively  that  the  Eagle  75  cubic  yard 
freighter  was  the  one  which  would  best  suit  the  needs  of  the  district,  it  being 
borne  in  mind  that  several  large  private  housing  developments  are  envisaged. 

A  total  of  4,121  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  disposed  of  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  at  the  following  locations s- 

Location  Previous  use 


Ash  Hill,  Tarporley.  Stone  quarry. 

Daleford  Lane,  Marton.  Sand  quarry. 

Off  Uplands  Road,  Anderton.  Low  lying  land. 

As  and  when  the  Council  receive  delivery  of  larger  refuse  freighters  it  is 
proposed  to  use  one  central  controlled  tip  as  the  most  efficient  means  of  disposal 
of  refuse,  and  in  consequence  plans  are  in  hand  to  close  all  tips  other  than 
that  at  Daleford  Lane.

A  charge  of  7/6d.  is  made  in  such  instances  and  is  recoverable  with  the 
General  Hate  Collection* 

One  privately  developed  estate  in  the  area  is  using  the  paper  sack  system 
instead  of  regulation  dustbins.  Difficulties  have  Been  experienced  on  this 
site  due  to  the  open  plan  development,  mainly  Because  of  weather  conditions  and 
sacks  Being  damaged  By  animals.  To  overcome  this  the  developer  has  Been 
encouraged  to  supply  wire  mesh  guards  in  lieu  of  the  wall  Bracket  type. 

The  Council  themselves  have  adopted  this  system  at  Moreton's  Meade,  Weaverham, 
and  all  schools  have  Been  supplied  with  sacks. 

A  saving  of  time  accrues  from  this  method  But  this  does  not,  as  yet,  offset 
the  costs  involved  in  the  supply  of  sacks.

The  sewers  throughout  the  Council's  district  have  again  been  test  baited 
for  rodent  infestation.  Test  baits  were  put  down  in  107  manholes,  and  subsequent 
reading  revealed  only  four  "takes"  indicating  very  minor  infestation.

The  Department  again  received  numerous  requests  for  assistance  in  treating 
heavy  ant  infestations  in  premises. 

POULTRY  FARM ,  HODGE  LANE,  WEAVERHAM 

The  aerial  nuisance  arising  from  the  intensive  keeping  of  poultry  and  pigs 
continued  to  concern  the  Department  and  has  entailed  bi-weekly  inspections  of 
these  premises  by  your  Officers. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  approximately  20,000  poultry  and  500  pigs  were 
being  housed,  but  in  April  the  pig  keeping  was  terminated 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  offensive  smell  nuisance 
and  each  was  investigated  and  reported  upon.  As  a  result  of  an  aerial  nuisance 
occurring  in  February,  the  Council  served  an  Abatement  Notice  on  the  operative 
requiring  him  to  empty  the  manure  tanks  at  intervals  of  not  exceeding  seven  days. 
This  surplanted  the  existing  notice  on  these  premises  which  formerly  required 
fortnightly  attention  to  the  manure  tanks  during  the  period  October  to  March  and 
weekly  at  other  times.  A  further  Abatement  Notice  was  served  in  November 

requiring  the  removal  of  hen  carcases  and  entrails  which  had  been  scattered  on  some 
of  the  fields.  Both  Notices  were  complied  with.

Milk  Supplies 

The  action  taken  in  respect  of  Brucella  positive  samples  of  milk  can  best 
be  summarised  by  referring  to  the  individual  farms. 

Farm  1  -  Early  in  the  year  animal  inoculation  of  a  dealer  sample  taken  in 

Manchester  proved  to  be  positive  for  Brucella  Abortus.  However,  since  the  date 
of  the  sample,  three  dealer  samples  taken  by  the  County  Health  Department  had 
proven  negative  on  culture.  In  view  of  this  a  Heat  Treatment  Order  was  not 
made  but  the  owner  arranged  for  individual  samples  to  be  taken  by  his  veterinary 
surgeon.  Five  individual  samples  proved  to  be  ring  test  positive  but  despite 
a  repeat  set  of  samples  they  all  proved  to  be  negative  on  culture. 

Later  in  the  year  another  dealer  sample  proved  positive  on  animal  inoculation. 

Due  to  the  inevitable  length  of  time  which  elapses  between  takeng  a  sample  and 
obtaining  a  result  when  using  animal  inoculation,  it  was  decided  to  immediately 
investigate  the  herd. 
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Eight  individual  samples  proved  to  he  positive  on  ring  testing  hut  negative 
on  "brucella  culture  and  despite  further  investigation  no  further  positive 
"brucella  reports  have  been  obtained  in  respect  of  this  herd. 


Farm  2  -  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  hulk  sample  taken  from  the 

milk  produced  on  this  farm  was  found  to  he  positive  on  culture  for  brucella 
organisms.  The  farmer  gave  a  voluntary  undertaking  that  all  the  milk  produced 
would  he  sent  for  pasteurisation.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  investigate 
the  herd  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  subsequently  one  cow  was  found  to 
he  excreting  the  organisms.  This  cow  was  slaughtered  and  the  undertaking 
withdrawn. 

Farm  3  -  Two  hulk  samples  taken  by  the  County  Council  were  found  to  he  positive. 

As  these  samples  could  he  identified  with  ten  cows  the  farmer  gave  a  voluntary 
undertaking  to  send  their  milk  for  pasteurisation.  The  County  Health  Department 
subsequently  investigated  these  ten  animals  and  two  were  found  to  he  excreting 
brucella  organisms.  A  voluntary  undertaking  to  isolate  these  two  animals  and 
send  their  milk  for  pasteurisation  was  accepted.  The  County  Council,  however 
were  asked  to  take  regular  dealer  samples  and  following  a  report  that  a  positive 
dealer  sample  had  been  found,  a  Pasteurisation  Order  was  placed  on  the  two 
infected  animals.  These  were  subsequently  sold,  and  the  Order  withdrawn 
Later  in  the  year  a  further  hulk  sample  was  found  to  he  positive  for  brucella 
organisms.  Following  the  previous  incident  at  this  farm,  the  owner  had  been 
warned  that  should  a  further  hulk  sample  he  found  to  he  positive  a  Pasteurisation 
Order  would  he  placed  on  the  whole  herd  as  it  appeared  that  he  was  not  able  to 
make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  isolation  of  the  affected  animals  and 
their  milk.  As  a  result  of  this  warning  he  had  arranged  with  his  Veterinary 
Surgeon  for  individual  samples  to  he  taken  at  the  same  time  as  the  hulk  sample 
referred  to  above.  Two  cows  on  this  farm  were  shown  to  he  ring  test  positive 
and  rather  than  wait  for  the  culture  result  he  had  disposed  of  them  immediately. 
The  Veterinary  Surgeon  confirmed  this  result  and  in  view  of  this  no  Heat  Treatment 
Order  was  served  on  the  herd.  Subsequent  individual  samples  taken  by  the 
County  Health  Department  proved  to  he  satisfactory. 


Farm  4  -  A  preliminary  report  of  a  ring  test  on  a  hulk  sample  of  milk  from 

this  farm  showed  it  to  he  strongly  positive.  The  farmer  was  informed  of  this 
and  advised  tc  immediately  arrange  investigation  of  his  herd.  This  he  did  in 
collaboration  with  his  own  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  by  the  time  the  culture  results 
were  available  on  the  original  hulk  sample  it  was  possible  for  the  farmer  to 
identify  the  two  animals  which  were  excreting  brucella  organisms.  One  of  these 
cows  was  immediately  sent  for  slaughter  and  a  Heat  Treatment  Order  placed  on  the 
other  as  the  facilities  for  isolation  from  the  rest  of  the  herd  were  considered 
satisfactory.  The  Order  was  subsequently  withdrawn  when  the  cow  was  sold. 


During  the  year  all  farmers  in  the  Council's  area  were  informed  that  as 
cultural  tests  now  provided  reliable  and  quick  results,  a  Heat  Treatment  Order 
would  he  served  immediately  information  was  received  that  a  milk  supply  sold  raw 
to  the  public  was  infected  with  brucella  abortus  organisms. 

They  we re  advised  to  consult  their  Veterinary  Surgeons  or  the  Health 
Department  for  further  advice  on  any  preventive  steps  they  should  take. 


ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS ,  1947/52

Madam  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  1965. 

The  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  sponsoring  of  a  new  voluntary  body 
by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  -  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  This  association  is  supported  by  a  broad  spectrum 
of  local  organisations  and  interested  individuals  -  its  principle  objects 
being  to:- 

1 )  improve  the  cultural  and  recreational  facilities  for  the  physically 
handicapped. 

2)  to  supplement  the  existing  county  transport  for  the  physically 
handicapped,  bearing  in  mind  the  very  considerable  needs  of  the 
elderly. 

3)  assist  in  the  arranging  of  holidays  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

4)  to  consider,  in  the  long  term,  with  the  various  statutory  bodies 
the  need  for  sheltered  workshop  accommodation  in  the  area. 

In  considering  the  handicapped,  we  now  have  in  Mid-Cheshire  two  strongly 
supported  voluntary  societies  having  the  interests  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped 
and  Physically  Handicapped  at  heart  respectively.  The  only  major  group  of 
handicapped  remaining,  are  the  mentally  ill  for  whom  there  is  no  locally  based 
branch  of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health.  This  is  a  gap  in  the 
voluntary  services  which  should  eventually  be  remedied.  The  community  could 
then,  through  the  offices  of  these  three  voluntary  associations  and  the  relevant 
statutory  bodies,  consider  more  fully  the  needs  for  sheltered  workshop  accommod¬ 
ation  for  all  the  handicapped  in  the  area. 

In  October,  the  Special  Care  Unit  in  the  Junior  Training  Centre  was  opened. 
This  unit  cares  for  severely  handicapped  mentally  subnormal  children,  and  gives 
sorely  needed  help  to  a  considerable  number  of  parents. 

Following  the  appointment  of  a  part-time  clerk,  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  school  immunisation  and  vaccination  programme.  This  is  a 
very  considerable  undertaking  as  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelities  is  being  offered  as  appropriate  to  all  the  school  children  in 
the  Division. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  approval  was  given  to  the  committee's 
recommendation  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  organise  Cervical  Smear  Clinics 
in  the  Division,  and  although  the  hospital  services  can  only  offer  limited 
facilities  for  the  examination  of  smears,  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  provision 
of  an  extremely  important  preventive  service. 

Co-operation  with  the  other  health  and  social  workers  has  continued  to 
improve  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  co-ordination  committees  have 
continued  to  serve  an  extremely  useful  purpose.  The  opening  of  an  area  office 
by  the  County  Welfare  Department  has  been  most  helpful.  Unfortunately,  the 
position  with  regards  to  the  provision  of  hospital  geriatric  beds  has  continued 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  at  times  a  very  heavy  and  unreasonable  burden  is  placed 
both  on  relatives,  District  Nurses  and  Home  Helps.  As  always  they  have  coped 
magnificently. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest  and 
support  during  the  year,  and  Mr.  Durrad  and  members  of  the  Divisional  Staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


The  basic  Health  Education  work  in  the  Division  has  continued 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff  in 
their  everyday  contacts  with  the  public. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  several  courses 
of  food  hygiene  lectures  were  organised  in  addition  to  a  pilot  lecture 
to  the  Weaverham  and  District  Home  Helps  on  "Safety  in  the  Home."  This 
proved  to  be  a  most  stimulating  afternoon  and  well  worth  repeating  else¬ 
where  in  the  Division  as  soon  as  time  is  available. 

Advice  was  sought  from  the  Director  of  the  Manchester  Committee 
on  Cancer  Education  regarding  the  methods  of  persuading  the  public  to 
attend  Cervical  Smear  Clinics.  As  a  result,  a  half  day  course  was 
organised  for  the  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  in  the 
Division,  it  being  considered  that  this  was  a  subject  best  dealt  with 
during  the  day  to  day  contacts  these  members  of  the  staff  have  with  the 
public . 

A  certain  amount  of  use  has  been  made  of  the  16  mm  cine  sound 
projector  and  at  one  stage  my  Chief  Clerk  was  undertaking  the  bulk  of 
the  work  as  projectionist.  However,  this  was  found  to  interfere  too 
much  with  the  Divisional  Office  administration  and  the  projector  can 
now  only  be  used  when  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  has  the  tame  to  show 
a  film  during  the  course  of  a  Clinic  etc.  This  can  only  normally 
happen  at  the  larger  clinic  centres  where  there  are  two  Health  Visitors. 

It  would  seem  that  with  the  ever  increasing  expansion  both  of  the 
scope  and  size  of  the  Health  Services,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  a 
major  impact  in  the  field  of  Health  Education  until  there  is  a  member 
of  staff  with  special  interests  and  training  in  this  subject  and  having 
time  available  to  organise  Health  Education  Projects.  It  might  then 
be  possible  to  include  in  her  duties  special  responsibilities  for  Safety 
in  the  Home. 


CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 


With  the  co-operation  of  the  North  and  Mid-Cheshire  Management  Committee 
it  was  possible  to  commence  a  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  in  November,  1965.  Clinics 
are  held  on  alternate  weeks  either  at  Northwich  or  Winsford.  The  press  has 
been  most  co-operative  in  bringing  this  service  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
and  at  the  present  time  demand  is  such  that  there  is  a  waiting  period  of  over 
one  month.

FOOD  POISONING 


The  six  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  Wins ford  arose  from  two  family  outbreaks. 
They  were,  however,  fully  investigated  and  no  cause  for  the  symptoms  was  found, 
and  it  nay  well  be  that  they  were  of  virus  origin.  The  single  case  of  food 
poisoning  in  the  Urban  District  of  Northwich  followed  the  consumption  of  sand¬ 
wiches  in  Manchester,  and  the  relevant  details  were  sent  through  to  the  Manchester 
Health  Department, 


MEASLES 


It  appears  that  measles  vaccines  will  become  available  in  1966.  These 
will  be  of  considerable  value  in  protecting  those  children  likely  to  develop 
serious  complications  should  they  suffer  an  attack  of  measles. 

There  is,  hovrever,  the  possibility  that  one  may  be  merely  postponing  the 
age  of  onset  until  adult  life  when  the  disease  is  usually  much  more  severe. 
Until  further  information  is  available  as  to  the  length  of  time  immunity  is 
conferred  by  the  present  vaccines,  it  may  well  prove  advisable  to  defer  general 
vaccination.

. The  M.M.R.  Unit  visited  the  division  during  the  year.  Although  the 
detailed  results  of  the  survey  are  not  yet  available  the  Director  infoms  me 
that  numbers  attending,  5774,  were  very  similar  to  I960  when  5800  persons  were 
X-Rayed. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


There  was  approaching  a  20 u/o  rise  in  the  numbers  of  children  immunised 
and  reimmunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  and  almost  a  lOCfa  increase  in 
those  protected  against  Poliomyelitis. 

The  former  was  largely  due  to  the  commencement  of  immunising  sessions  at 
schools  and  the  latter  to  the  large  numbers  of  persons  attending  Dr‘s  surgeries, 
and  public  vaccination  sessions  (organised  by  the  Department)  during  the  out¬ 
breaks  of  poliomyelitis  in  neighbouring  parts  of  Cheshire  and  Lancashire.  It 
became  quite  obvious  during  the  year  that  with  the  increase  in  the  workload  in 
the  Division  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  make  any  substantial  increase  in 
the  umber  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  without  the 
employment  of  additional  staff.  Consequently  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 
approved  the  appointment  of  a  temporary  part-time  clerk  on  the  basis  of  18  hours 
per  week.  She  took  up  her  duties  in  September  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  the  following  numbers  of  children  in 
the  middle  of  primary  immunising  courses  against  the  diseases  stated,  these  being 
sessions  organised  by  the  Department  at  the  various  schools  in  the  Division.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  major  development  in  the  field  of  services  for  the  physically  handi¬ 
capped  during  the  year  was  the  formation  of  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  This  Association  was  sponsored  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  is  an  excellent  example  of  co-operation  between  the  statutory  and 
voluntary  services.  The  Association  has  received  full  support  from  the  community 
and  has  taken  as  it's  first  two  major  tasks  the  raising  of  money  to  buy  a  special 
vehicle  for  use  within  the  Division,  and  secondly  to  assist  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  W.V.S.  in  extending  the  social  and  cultural  activities  available. 

Following  the  appointment  of  a  part-time  Occupational  Therapist  for  four 
half-day  sessions  per  week  a  considerable  expansion  in  the  visiting  of  the 
handicapped  in  their  homes  was  effected.  The  Occupational  Therapist  has  spent 
one  half-day  per  week  at  either  the  Handicraft  or  Social  Club3  and  the  remaining 
three  half-days  have  been  spent  visiting  the  handicapped  in  their  homes.  During 
these  visits  she  is  able  to  make  a  full  assessment  of  both  the  social  and  phy¬ 
sical  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  also  provide  a  link  between  the  Divisional 
Office  and  the  various  clubs. 

As  time  has  permitted  she  has  also  visited  old  People's  Clubs  in  the  Division 
to  discuss  the  social  facilities  for  the  elderly  physically  handicapped  in  each 
area.  From  these  visits  it  has  become  apparent  that  there  are  a  considerable 
number  of  elderly  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the  community  who  are  unable, 
through  a  lack  of  suitable  transport  and  facilities  to  visit  their  local  Old 
People' 3  Clubs  and  of  course  it  is  one  of  the  major  objects  of  the  Mid-Cheshire 
Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  to  assist  in  the  provision  of  such 
transport. 

The  Highfield  Club  which  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  runs  in  partnership 
with  the  W.V.S.  is  now  well  established,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  apprec¬ 
iation  to  the  W.V.S.  for  their  assistance  in  running  this  club.  The  social  and 
handicraft  groups  have  met  regularly  throughout  the  year,  on  alternate  weeks. 

The  contribution  which  these  groups  have  made  to  the  development  of  wider  interests 
and  friendships  of  the  members,  many  of  which  are  continued  outside  the  club, 
cannot  be  over  emphasised.

In  addition  to  the  sessions  listed,  above  a  trip  to  Blackpool,  a  Sea 
Cruise  to  Llandudno,  a  visit  tc' the  'Old  People's  Frolics',  a  trip  to  Lymm 
Park  arranged  by  the  Too  H,  a  Hot  Pot  Supper  and  entertainment  arranged  by  the 
IS-t-  Group  of  Northwich  and  visits  to  see  the  'Desert  Song'  and  the  'King  and 
I*  were  enthusiastically  supported  by  the  members.  This  can  quite  reasonably 
be  described  as  a  full  and  varied  programme. 

The  policy  has  continued  of  arranging  in  the  hall  of  the  Adult  Training 
Centre  each  Christmas,  a’ Christmas  Dinner  and  entertainment,  to  which  members 
of  the  W.V.S.  and  oilier  Physically  Handicapped  Clubs  in  Cheshire  are  invited. 
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In  January,  160  people  sat  down  to  a  Hot  Pot  Supper  and  in  December,  as 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  limit  the  numbers  attending  -  130.  One  of  the 
objects  of  organizing  such  major  functions  was  the  hope  that  clubs  in  the  country 
would  develop  a  policy  of  reciprical  invitations,  but  unfortunately  this  has 
not  happened.  This  is  a  great  pity  as  the  members  greatly  enjoy  the  opportunity 
to  discuss  what  is  happening  in  other  areas  and  the  occasions  provide  further 
opportunity  for  widening  interests  and  friendships. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association  commenced  evening 
sessions  for  members  of  the  Highfield  Club.  These  sessions  have  a  cultural  bias 
consisting  of  two  groups,  art  and  music,  the  groups  combining  at  the  end  of  the 
evening  to  demonstrate  to  each  other  what  each  has  achieved.  This  is  an 
extremely  interesting  development  full  of  possibilities  and  of  very  great  interest 
to  the  members  who  attend. 

CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  DISABLED  DRIVERS 


Owners  of  Ministry  of  Pensions  invalid  motorised  vehicles  are  eligible,  on 
application,  to  receive  two  stick  on  car  badges  identifying  them  as  physically 
handicapped.  This  Scheme  was  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort 
to  assist  owners  of  such  vehicles  to  receive  extra  consideration  when  parking. 
Five  persons  were  assisted  in  this  way  during  the  year. 

SPECIAL  HOUSING. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  both  Middlewich  and  Winsford  Urban  District 
Councils  are  considering  building  special  bungalows  for  physically  handicapped 
persons  living  in  their  districts. 


ADAPTATIONS  TO  PROPERTY 


The  under-mentioned  adaptations  to  property  have  been  carried  out  during 
1965  -  to  assist  handicapped  persons  to  manage  more  easily  in  their  own  homes. 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  adapt  the  existing  house  of  a  handicapped 
person  satisfactorily,  the  question  of  re-housing  is  taken  up  with  the  relevant 
District  Council,  these  cases  always  receiving  sympathetic  consideration.

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The  only  major  adaptation  carried  out  during  the  year  was  to  provide  a 
ground  floor  bed  sitting  room  to  assist  a  young  man  confined  to  a  wheel  chair, 
who  was  living  with  his  mother  and  grandmother  in  their  own  small  house  which 
had  only  one  downstairs  living  room. 

The  cost  of  this  adaptation  was  £376  and  as  the  adaptation  increased  the 
value  of  the  house,  a  loan  was  made  by  the  County  Council,  the  National  Assistance 
Board  paying  the  interest  charges.

CONVALESCENT  TREATMENT 

Five  patients  were  sent  for  convalescent  treatment  during  1965. 
DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of  about  10$  in  the  number  of 
hours  worked,  the  greater  part  of  this  increase  occurring  in  the  months  of 
November  and  December. 

All  demands  on  the  service  have  been  met,  although  at  times  it  has  been 
under  considerable  pressure,  in  particular,  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain 
the  necessary  helps  in  some  of  the  rural  areas. 

One  cannot  stress  too  much  the  importance  of  the  Home  Help  Service  in 
relation  to  the  community  care  of  the  elderly.  The  helps  frequently  becoming 
the  main  stay  and  friend  of  the  household,  especially  where  the  elderly  person 
lives  alone. 

A  film  show  and  discussion  on  the  subject  of  Home  Safety  was  provided  for 
the  Weaverham  and  district  hone  helps.  This  was  an  interesting  and  stimulating 
event  which  it  is  hoped  to  repeat  in  the  future.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  applying  and 
qualifying  for  this  Service,  but  the  increase  of  approximately  13 7°  in  the 
number  of  patients  was  very  much  less  Ilian  that  in  1964,  when  there  was 
approximately  a  50ya  increase  on  the  1963  figures. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  fall  in  the  rate  of  increase  means  that  most 
of  those  who  are  eligible  and  who  need  the  service,  are  now  receiving  it. 
However,  this  may  well  not  be,  as  so  many  of  the  elderly  accept  disability 
as  an  inevitable  part  of  growing  old  and  do  not  realise  the  great  improvement 
which  chiropody  treatment  can  make  to  their  mobility  and  general  well-being.

The  training  programme  continued  throughout  the  year,  much  progress  being 
made  towards  helping  the  children  become  more  self-reliant  and  controlled  in 
their  behaviour. 


The  summer  term  was  a  busy  one  as  it  included  the  annual  outing  to 
Southport,  a  visit  of  two  students  for  teaching  practice,  and  two  new  ventures. 
The  first  of  these  was  a  sports  day,  when  parents,  friends  and  the  Adult  Centre 
Trainees  watched  the  events,  the  standard  of  which  has  improved  considerably 
since  the  opening  of  the  Centre.  In  July  the  first  Parent-Teacher  meeting  was 
held  to  enable  parents  to  see  and  discuss  their  child’s  work  and  progress  with 
members  of  the  staff. 

The  beginning  of  the  Autumn  term  was  marked  by  the  opening  of  the  special 
care  unit  for  children  who  in  addition  to  being  mentally  handicapped,  are 
physically  handicapped,  or  in  need  of  extra  attention  because  of  incontinence 
etc.  Two  additional  assistant  supervisors  were  appointed  to  staff  this  unit, 
which  is  a  great  boon  to  the  mothers  of  the  entirely  helpless  children  who 
have  been  admitted. 

At  the  Christmas  concert  and  party  this  year,  the  infants  mimed  the "Story 
of  Baby  Jesus"  and  the  more  senior  children  gave  an  excellent  performance  of  the 
"Sleeping  Princess".  Visitors  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  dancing  and 
acting  of  the  children. 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  whose 
meetings  are  held  at  the  Centre  presented  a  cheque  for  £100  to  the  Centre's 
Welfare  Account  and  the  Mid-Cheshire  School  of  Dancing  Charity  Committee  gave  £5. 

Youth  Club  nights  are  organised  by  the  local  Society  in  co-operation  with 
the  Supervisor  and  are  held  once  a  month  at  present.  They  have  an  important 
part  to  play  in  increasing  the  fullness  of  the  children's  lives  and  one  would 
like  to  see  an  increase  in  the  scope  and  frequency  of  these  meetings. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 


Throughout  the  programme,  training  in  social  behaviour  and  skills  is 
considered  to  be  of  prime  importance  and  emphasis  is  placed  on  fostering  a 
keen  team  spirit. 

Complimentary  to  this,  the  boys  receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  a  wide 
variety  of  woodworking  tools  and  machinery,  and  by  the  use  of  personalised  jigs 
and  special  tools  have  produced  a  variety  of  articles  of  good  quality  e.g. 

Trajro,  Childs  Chairs,  Dwarf  Steps  and  Occasional  Tables  etc. 
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Gardening  knowledge  has  not  been  neglected  and  a  considerable  quantity  of 
vegetables  have  been  produced  as  a  result  of  rhe  Trainees’  efforts  in  the  kitchen 
garden.  With  the  collaboration  of  several  firms  the  Trainees  also  maize  their 
contribution  to  industry  by  means  of  contract  work.  This  work  is  quite  diverse  - 
including  the  making  of  simple  wire  loops  for  use  in  plastic  dipping,  the  cutting 
of  electric  cable  to  an  exact  length  (  for  use  in  transformers  )  and  the  assembly 
of  various  small  components  required  in  the  electrical  industry. 

The  girls  too  enjoy  a  variety  of  occupations,  Domestic  Science  playing  a 
considerable  part  here.  In  addition  embroidery,  sewing,  the  making  of  soft  toys 
and  knitting  have  been  undertaken  with  great  success.  The  quality  of  the  work 
has  constantly  improved  and  during  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  to  introduce  new 
ideas  and  methods,  to  enable  each  Trainee  to  develop  their  own  individual  potential 
to  the  full. 

Recreation  is  amply  catered  for,  music  and  dancing  are  used  to  encourage 
self-expression  and  co-ordination  of  movement,  each  Friday  afternoon  being  set 
aside  for  organised  games.  During  the  summer,  weekly  visits  to  the  swimming  baths 
were  enjoyed  by  five  male  Trainees.  Two  are  competent  swimmers  and  this  has 
helped  considerably  in  giving  their  friends  confidence  in  the  water. 

It  is  hoped  to  resume  these  visits  in  the  new  year  with  a  qualified  instructor 
to  teach  bouyancy  and  swimming. 

A  bonfire  and  firework  display,  Christmas  Party  and  two  outings,  one  to 
Anglesey  and  the  other  to  New  Brighton  were  organised  during  the  year,  all  these 
events  being  very  greatly  enjoyed  by  everyone  participating. 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
presented  a  cheque  for  £100  to  the  Welfare  Find  and  the  Mid-Cheshire  School  of 
Dancing  Charity  Committee  £5.  The  latter  gift  is  to  be  used  for  purchasing 
rose  trees  to  be  planted  around  the  Centre  entrance.
